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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being incomplete 
for omitting essential elements, such omission amounting to a gap between the 
elements. See MPEP § 2172.01. The omitted elements are: in sections b) and c) of 
claim 1 leave out who is "partially exposing" and "returning the partially exposed" film. 
From the specification, it would appear that the customer does these actions. From the 
claim language it would appear that the provider of the services is taking these actions. 

Note: For examination purposes, it will be assumed that the customer is exposing 
and returning the film, (for example, 'b)wherein the customer partially exposes...') 

Claim 14 recites the limitations, "The method claimed in claim 13,... professional 
photographer. The method as claimed in claim 1, wherein the photographic film product 
is a one-time use camera." Claims are understood to end at a period, thus, claim is not 
in proper form making it unclear if the final part of the claim is intended to be included, 
thus rendering the scope of the claims unclear and indefinite. 

Note: This is as recited in the amendment filed 1/14/04. It appears that it is 
incorrectly copied from the original as it states that it is original while stating that this list 
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of claims supercedes all previous claims. For examination purposes, it will be assumed 
that the claim ends at the first period. 

Claims 2-13 are rejected as depending from a rejected claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

(g)(1 ) during the course of an interference conducted under section 1 35 or section 291 , another 
inventor involved therein establishes, to the extent permitted in section 104, that before such person's 
invention thereof the invention was made by such other inventor and not abandoned, suppressed, or 
concealed, or (2) before such person's invention thereof, the invention was made in this country by 
another inventor who had not abandoned, suppressed, or concealed it. In determining priority of 
invention under this subsection, there shall be considered not only the respective dates of conception 
and reduction to practice of the invention, but also the reasonable diligence of one who was first to 
conceive and last to reduce to practice, from a time prior to conception by the other. 

Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(g) as being anticipated by US 
Patent application 09/533,212 to Mclntyre (Mclntyre). 

Mclntyre discloses a photoprocessing management system (claim 1) that 
discloses selling film to a customer (claim 1 ), the customer would expose the film and 
return it for developing (claim 1 ) and further discloses means for assigning credit for 
unused portions of the film. While the claim language recites, "...unprintable images...", 
this is described in the specification of the application as also 'unused portions', thus 
meeting the limitation of the claims. 

As to claims 2-14, these are further recited in subsequent claims in the noted 
application. 

Claims 1-14 are directed to the same invention as that of the claims of commonly 
assigned 09/533,212. The issue of priority under 35 U.S.C. 102(g) and possibly 35 
U.S.C. 102(f) of this single invention must be resolved. 
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Since the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office normally will not institute an 
interference between applications or a patent and an application of common ownership 
(see MPEP § 2302), the assignee is required to state which entity is the prior inventor of 
the conflicting subject matter. A terminal disclaimer has no effect in this situation since 
the basis for refusing more than one patent is priority of invention under 35 
U.S.C. 102(f) or (g) and not an extension of monopoly. 

Failure to comply with this requirement will result in a holding of abandonment of 
this application. 



Double Patenting 

A rejection based on double patenting of the "same invention" type finds its 
support in the language of 35 U.S.C. 101 which states that "whoever invents or 
discovers any new and useful process ... may obtain a patent therefor ..." (Emphasis 
added). Thus, the term "same invention," in this context, means an invention drawn to 
identical subject matter. See Miller v. Eagle Mfg. Co., 151 U.S. 186 (1894); In re 
Ockert, 245 F.2d 467, 1 14 USPQ 330 (CCPA 1957); and In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 
USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970). 

A statutory type (35 U.S.C. 101) double patenting rejection can be overcome by 
canceling or amending the conflicting claims so they are no longer coextensive in 
scope. The filing of a terminal disclaimer cannot overcome a double patenting rejection 
based upon 35 U.S.C. 101. 

Claims 1-14 are provisionally rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as claiming the same 

invention as that of the claims of copending Application No. 09/533,212. This is a 

provisional double patenting rejection since the conflicting claims have not in fact been 



patented.
